Nervous readers will find the sensa- 
tional article from tho Portland Ntws 
somewhat di.squiotii)<,'; but there is no 
reason to attach nnicli importanoe to it. 
If tho Fenians re.iUy contemplate .n do- 
scent on Gary Castle, the dockyard, the 
Government buildinga'and the banks, no 
more Gtting time than the present — when 
Great Britain has withdrawn every ship, 
even the littlo Hocket, from the .station — 
could have been selected. It would be 
impossible for a largo band of conspira- 
tors to invade tho province in force. They 
might come in in small parties and unite 
' hara-for the' purpose of rubbery; bat the 
statement that there are 1000 Irishmen 
in British Columbia who are ready to as- 
- sist in despoiling their neighbors in the 
name of tho Irish Kepublic is rubbish. 
There are. not fifty men of any nationality 
resident in the-province who would take 
part in any such scheme.

The Hawkesbury tragedy continues to 
form the principal topic of conversation 
in the eastern portion of tho province. It 
is now reported that tho murderer was 
irapollod to tho commission of tho terri- 
ble.crime by a feeling of revenge toward 
biB^mployer'a family because ho was not 
allowed to attend a party in company with 
the younger mombcrs of the family.

Kavanagh is evidently a highly educated

Queen, $40,000; London, Liverpool and 
Globe, 825,000; Commercial Union, $20,- 
000; North British and Mercantile, $10,- 
000; Scottish Union and National, $10,- 
000; Guardian, $10,000. All the records 
(jf the Board of Trade woro loat. Tho 
safe has not yet been taken from tho ruiu^ 
but it is believed the books and papers 
are safe. Thb firm secured other quar- 
ters and resumed busineaa. Blocks on 
tho opposite sides of Front and First 
stroots suffiarcd damage by the bursting of 
glass in fronts. A strong wind prevailed 
from the north, and the wonder is that 
tho entire business portion of tho city 
was not destroyed. , . ....
